Sir: 

This is responsive to the PTO Notification of Missing Requirements dated December 21, 
2006, the time for responding thereto being extended for four months in accordance with a 
petition for extension submitted concurrently herewith. 

The PTO Notification requires the filing of an Oath or Declaration executed by the 
inventors. 

There is a sole inventor of the invention described and claimed in this application. The 
inventor's name is Ryan D. Egeland. 

Diligent efforts have been made by the owner of this application to obtain the inventor's 
signature. However, the inventor cannot be found or reached after diligent effort or refiises to 
sign the application Oath or Declaration. 

The inventor agreed in writing to assign the invention to the owner of this application, 
Oxford Gene Technology IP Limited (OGT). Attached thereto as Exhibit 1 is a letter of 
agreement dated 9 June 2005 between the inventor and OGT. In signing this agreement, the 
inventor agreed that "any and all knowledge, research effort, papers and other inputs you have 
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made and contributed to the business and activities of OGT, since joining the company in August 
2002 are the sole and exclusive property of OGT and that any Intellectual Property that may exist 
or has been created belongs solely and exclusively to OGT". Please see the fourth paragraph on 
page 1 of Exhibit 1 . Accordingly, OGT wishes to make this application for patent on behalf of 
and as agent for the inventor. 

There is submitted herewith an Oath or Declaration by the inventor, executed by an 
authorized representative of OGT, Dr. Peter Hotten, Executive Director of OGT. The 
Declaration is attached hereto as Exhibit 2. 

In accordance with MPEP 409.03(b)(A), the enclosed Declaration states the full name, 
last known address and citizenship of the non-signing inventor. The Declaration also states the 
title of the person signing the Declaration on behalf of OGT, his address, telephone number and 
email address.

The filing of this 
application in the U.S. is necessary to preserve the rights of OGT. The loss of this application 
would result in loss of OGT's rights to patent protection for this invention in the U.S. OGT 
would suffer irreparable damage from the loss of patent protection for the invention in the U.S.

1. I am Michael Bennett, Vice President for Licensing and Patents at Oxford Gene 
Technology (OCT). I am responsible for overseeing the administration of patent applications on 
behalf of Oxford Oene Technology IP Limited. 

2. Dr. Ryan D. Egeland was an employee at OCT between the dates of 1st October 2003 
and 1 8th June 2004. He was also employed as a consultant between 1st July and 30th September

'Hie email address rvan @ egeland^net was later confirmed to be correct and up to date by both an 
email (Appendix 1.) from Edwin Southern (Dr. Bgeland's former professor and Chairman of 
OGT) which was received on 8th September 2006 by Pete Hotten (the Director of Licensing and 
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Business Development at OGT) and a website (Appendix 2.) containing Dr. Egeland's contact 
details found by Gill Howells (a former licensing and Patents Assistant at OGT) through an 
internet search on 8tb August 2006. 

3. On 6th April 2006, one of OGTs international patent applications, for which Dr. Egeland 
was named an inventor, was entered into the American national phase on behalf of Oxford Gene 
Technology IP Limited by Wenderoth lind & Ponack L.L.P.. The international q)plication had 
the follovnng details:

4. My colleague Kate lingard (the Patent Portfolio Manager at OGT, currently on maternity 
leave) infonned me that she had received a letter dated 26th April 2006 (Appendix 3.), from a 
tJK firm of attorneys, Carpmaels & Ransford, who were acting as representatives for OGT and 
were in correspondence with Wendoroth Lind & Ponack L.L.P., enclosing a Declaration and 
Power of Attorney form and an Assignment form which, the letter stated, had to be signed and 
dated by the inventor. 

5. The forms incorrectly gave an Oxford address for Dr. Egeland. I instructed Kate Lingard 
to inform Carpmaels & Ransford of this via email and supply them with the last known address 
for I>r. Egeland at Apartment 6, 346 Beacon Street, Boston, MA 02116, USA. On 4th May 
2006, Kate informed me that she had received an email from Carpmaels & Ransford with a 
revised Declaration and Power of Attorney listing Dr. Egeland's last known address. 

6. On 4th May 2006, 1 asked Kate Lingard to send the Assignment fonn and the revised 
Declaration and Power of Attorney form along with a covering letter (Appendix 4.) to Dr. 
Egeland at his last known address at Apartment 6, 34^ Beacon Street, Boston, MA 02116, USA. 

7. We received no reply to the letter. 

8. On 13th June 2006, 1 asked Kate lingard to send Dr. Egeland an email (Appendix 5.) to 
ryan@egeland.net and ryan epeland@hms.harvard.edu. enclosing the Assignment form and the 
revised Declaration and Power of Attorney form. 

9. We received no reply to the email. 
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10. On 27th July 2006, 1 asked Kate Lingard to send a letter (Appendix 6.), using the delivery 
company FedEx Express, to Dr. Egeland at his address at Apartment 6, 346 Beacon Street, 
Boston, MA 02116, USA. A copy of the airwaybill delivery instructions (Appendix 7.), which 
detailed the tracking no. 838 7668 90568 of the letter, was retained. The letter enclosed the 
Assignment form and the revised Declaration and Power of Attorney form. 

1 1 . Oxford Gene Technology received a letter dated 4th August 2006 (Appendix 8.) from 
FbdEx Express stating that the consignee, Dr. Egeland, was no longer at the address in Boston, 
MA. 

12. On 8th August 2006, 1 asked Gill Howells to conduct an internet search to attempt to find 
a more recent postal address for Dr. Egeland. Gill informed me that she had accessed a web 
page at http://www.egeland.net/beeper/ (Appendix 2.) which had been updated on 24th June 
2006 and provided the following contact details for a Dr. Ryan D. Egeland.

As mentioned above, the ^ail address stated on the web page was the same as that which we 
had been using to date. 

The website also indicated that Dr. Egeland was a resident surgeon at the Division of Plastic 
Surgery in the Northwestern Memorial Hospital in Chicago. 

13. On 8th August, I asked Gill Howells to contact FedEx Express by telephone and 
informed them of Dr. Egeland's address at 1809 N. Lincoln Park West, Apt Bl, Chicago, IL 
60614, USA which was obtained from the website accessed on 8th August 2006. Gill informed 
me that she had instructed FedEx Express to deliver the letter to the new address. Oil! informed 
Kate Lingard of these facts by email (Appendix 9.) 

14. On 16th August 2006, 1 asked Gill Howells to access the FedEx Express online tracking 
facility (Appendix 10.) to track the letter sent to Dr. Egeland. The traddng facility showed that, 
after the letter had been readdressed from Boston to Chicago, 3 attempts had been made to 
deliver the letter at the address at 1809 N. Lincoln Park West, Apt Bl, Chicago, IL 60614, USA 
without success. 

15. The letter was returned to Oxford Gene Technology by FedEx Express along with an 
mvoice dated 7th September 2006 (Appendix 11.) showing that the letter (no. 838 7668 90568) 
was not delivered.

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16. On 2nd October 2006, Gill HoweDs received an email (Appendix 12.) from Kate Lingard 
infonning her that Kate had found an old email from Dr. Egeland providing the following 
address which Kate assumed to be that of Dr. Egeland* s parents.

17. On 2nd October 2006, 1 asked Kate lingard to send a letter (Appradix 13.), using the 
delivery company FedEx Express, to Dr. Egeland at the address provided in her email to Gill 
Howells at 16505 Birch Briar Trail, Hymouth, MN 55447, USA. The letter enclosed the 
Assignment fonn and the revised Declaration and Power of Attorney form. 

18. FedEx Express provided an invoice (Appendix 14.) which stated that the letter, assigned 
tracking no. 858 0782 05892, had been received and signed for by Dave Egeland at the address 
at 16505 Birch Briar Trail, Plymouth, MN 55447, USA on 4th October 2006. 

19. We received no reply to the lettw. 

20. On 29th November, I sent Dr. Egeland an email (Appendix 15.) to ryanOegelandnet 
asking him to confirm his postal address. 

21. I received no reply to the email. 

22. On 18th December 2006, 1 received an email (Appendix 16.) from Gill Howells 
informing me that she had telephoned Dr. Egeland using the telephone number (001) 312 47 
5200 which she had obtained from the web page accessed on 8th August 2006. The telephone 
call was put through to a voicemail service and Gill informed me that she was able to hear Dr. 
Egeland* s voice in the recorded voicemail message. CHll left a voicemail message asking him to 
telephone her, me or Pete Hotten. 

23. Dr. Egeland did not return the telephone call. 

24. On 13th March 2007, 1 asked Gill Howells to instruct Bryan Hales of KiiWand & Ellis 
LLP, a US law firm, to send an investigator to Dr. Egeland's address at 1809 N. Dncoln Park 
West, Apt Bl, Chicago, IL 60614, USA with the Assignmmt form and the Declaration and 
Power of Attorney form for Dr. Egeland to sign. 

25. On 16th March 2007, Gill Howells informed me that she had received an email 
(Appendix 17.) from Min Wang of Kirkland & Ellis LLP indicating that a letter was to be sent 
from Kirkland & ElUs LLP to Dr. Egeland's address at 1809 N. Lincoln Park West, Apt Bl, 
Chicago, IL 60614, USA and that, if no reply was received, someone would be sent to his 
address. 
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26. On 22iid March 2007 I asked Gill Howells to send Min Wang an emaU (Appendix 18.) 
enquiring as to whether Kirkland & Hlis LLP had received a response fix)m Dr. EgelanA Gill 
infonned me that she received a reply from Min Wang indicating that no reply had been 
received; that Nfin Wang would telephone Dr. Bgeland and, if unsaccessful, arrange for someone 
to be sent to his address in Chicago. 

27. On 29th March 2007, Gill Howells informed me that she had received an email 
(Appendix 19.) from Min Wang indicating that, on the 27th March 2007, a person had been sent 
to Dr. Egeland's home address at 1809 N. Lincoln Park West, Apt B 1, Chicago, IL 60614, USA 
and to his work address at the Northwestern Memorial Hospital in Chicago but that the 
investigator did not locate him. The email stated that a House Staff Coordinator at the hospital 
informed the person that Dr. Egeland was on vacation and would return to work on Monday 9th 
April 2007. I was later infonned that the person was an investigator employed by the James 
Mintz Group, an investigative services firm. 

28. On 12th April 2007, Gill Howells informed me that she had received an email (Appendix 
20.) from Min Wang indicating that the investigator had been sent to Dr. Egeland's home and 
work addresses again on Saturday 7th and Monday 9th April 2007 but that the investigator coiild 
not locate him. Min Wang was of the opinion that Dr. Egeland was intentionally avoiding bemg 
contacted. 

29. Following the attempts made by the James Mintz group to contact Dr. Egeland, an 
investigator's report (Appendix 21 .) was drawn up. The repoEit stated the following: 

• On the 9th April 2007, the investigator attempted to contact Dr. Egeland at the hospital 
where he works using his pager, but with no success. The investigator met with the 
hospital' s agent who informed the investigator that Dr. Egeland was still on vacation and 
that he did not know when Dr. Egeland would return. The ageiit did not respond when 
informed that Dr. Egeland was expected back at work today.
